“4 DANGEROUS FRIEND” AT THE HAYMARKET 
THEATRE.

Mr. John Oxenford’s adaptation of the French drama “ La Ten- 
tation,” called ‘ A: Dangerous Friend,” now performing at the Hay- 
market Theatre, and the subject of one of our illustrations this 
week, was critically noticed in our last. ‘The following is a sketch 
of the plot of the piece. The heroine, Marian Livingston (Mrs. 
Charles Mathews) is married to a man, Sir Launcelot Livingston 
(Mr. Howe), who-is more fond of dogs, horses, and other adjuncts 
of country life than of the refinements and dissipations of town. 
She is of a romantic nature, and fancies she wants the appreciation 
and sympathy of a congenial intellect. The chief members of her 
family, her mother and mother-in-law, who are continually quarrel - 
ling, her youthful daughter, and her husband’s friends, are not of 
this congenial nature, and she pines and pines, The danger of her 

‘position is perceived by art. out-spoken, good-tempered, prosaic 
friend and relative, named Handiman (Mr. Charles Mathews), who 
watches her, and lets her know that he watches her, The tempta- 
tion comes to her at last in a young man of romantic tendencies and 
weak principles, named Angus Mandeville (Mr, Kendal), who suc- 
ceeds in occupying her thoughts for a time, and is causing an 
estrangement from her husband. ‘This done, Angus Mandeville 
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repents him, goes to Sierra Leone, and dies. The husband and wife 
have mutual explanations, find they have misunderstood each other, 
and resolve to live happily, after marrying their daughter to Handi- 
man. The piece is well written, but the sentiment of the French 
original offensively pervades the whole action, and renders it any- 
thing but either a true or an agreeable picture of English life. It is 
excellently acted by Mr. and Mrs, Mathews, Mr. Howe, Mr. 
Kendal (a new and very promising importation from the provinces), 
Miss Nelly Moore, and Mesdames Chippendale and Laws.

FEARFUL HURRICANE IN THE ATLANTIC AND 
LOSS OF LIFE. 


The storm which lately swept across the Atlantic and the Ameri- 
can seaboard appears to have been of the most disastrous character, 
and the list of shipping casualties will no doubt be one of the longest 
and most deplorable on record. ‘The island of New Providence has 
been swept by the centre of the cyclone, and the devastation done 
is fearful in the extreme. More than half of the town of Nassau is 
inruins. Most of the houses have been unroofed, many blown to 
pieces, and some moved bodily from. theix foundations into the streets. 
Churches, warehouses, and buildings of solid stone are shattered as 
if by a bombardment. ‘The trees ar@destroyed, leaf and branch, as 
if by a conflagration. * Nearly everyXpgyel_ and boat has been sunk 
or washed up high and dry. On the outittislands the destruction of 
property and the consequent suffering are said to be dreadful. 
The ship Southampton, which reached New York on the 23rd ult., 
from Liverpool, encountered frightful weather in the Atlantic, From 
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the time she left Liverpool she experienced a succession of head 
winds, and was 40 days in making the Banks. On the 2nd of 
October, in lat. 48, long. 35.30, encountered a hurricane from the 
S.E. to N.W., lost and split sails, and had maintopsail-yard 
carried away, sprung jibboom and stove the foreward and mid- 
ship houses, bulwarks, &c. One of the seamen, named Conner, was 
killed, another, named Williams, had his thigh broken, and two 
others were washed overboard, but were fortunately rescued. The 
steamer Theodore D. Wagner, of Boston, bound to Charleston, was 
completely destroyed by fire on the 20th ult. ; the crew and pas- 
sengers were saved by two vessels who were passing at the time. The 
brig Beaver, which arrived at New York on the 22nd ult., ex- 
perienced a hurricane off the Tortugas, and had her decks completely 
swept; the steward, James Sears, was washed overboard and 
drowned. Several other ships were seen by the Beaver disabled, 
but no assistance could be rendered. The Hastings, from Boston to 
New Orleans, has foundered at sea, but the crew, with the exception 
of one seaman, were saved. The ship Samuel Tarbox, bound from 
Baltimore to Aspinwall, has also foundered at sea, and five men have 
perished. The captain and nine of the crew had been landed at 
Newport. The Lord Elgin, bound from Pensacola to Greenock, was 
passed on the 10th ult., ashore and abandoned, on the Matanilla 
Reef in the Bahamas, The ships Emerald Isle, from New York for 
Liverpool, and the Chatsworth, for Antwerp, bave both put back to 
New York in a very disabled condition, both ships having been 
severely handled by the hurricane. ‘he Lizzie Fox, from Algoa Bay 
to Boston, was also in the storm, and had her bulwarks, stanchions, 
&c., swept away.

“EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Where is the next “ black sheep” to come from? The Turf has 
seen a few, and their weeding out, we trust, but doubtit, is complete. 
Every season witnesses the disappearance of individuals from what 
may be termed every-day life in the history of a racing habituc. 
Both noble and plebeian come to grief; and apropos of the former, 
yet early we learn that the Duke of Hamilton’s affairs haye been 
entrusted to the management of a, well-known Turf financier, and a 
paragraph in the Pall Mall Gazette informs us that his Grace’s 
valuable farm stock, crops, &¢., at Merrytown, in Scotland, are to he 
eold off by auction. Thus it will be seen that the Duke of Hamilton, 
whose advent on the Turf is but recent, hag liven to learn, and his 
experienc e, doubtless, has not impressed him with the virtues of 
what are krown as racing men. Black they are not all, few, and 
even less so literally, but our remarks are Jevelled toward a black 
scoundrel who bas for some years been a fre _uenter of race meetings. 
Probably, by many, he is better known by his appearance than by 
name ; yet even with his forbidding negro countenance and frequent 
indulgence in the foulest of language, he has, by dint of nothing less 
than downright impudence, plied the calling of a. bookmaker since 
his arrival in this country, which he quitted for the country’s good, 
but returned too soon! The fellow has decamped, but not without 
reaping a golden harvest. He was last seen in the neighbourhood of 
Tattersall’s (not that he was a member), but on the occasion he drew 

‘some £500 from the gentleman who was settling Mr. Chap- 
lin’s account, and, it is needless to add, for ot to pay some £2,000 
due to Mr. Heathcote and others. Such gentlemen who condescended 
to wager with this outlaw,” and were misled, will scarcely in- 
quire where is the ‘‘ black,” and we trust we shall never look upon 
his like again.

The meeting at Aintree has provided another busy week for turfites 
who, ever loth to resign the metallic, assembled en masse; nor did 
the presence of those murky fogs, so inseparable from Aintree, deter 
the gentlemen from patronising Mr. Topham’s re-union, which up 
to the time of writing has provided lots of exciting sport, though 
nothing of importance to influence the result of the Autumn Cup to 
be decided this day (Friday). 

Judging from the amount of speculation which has taken place on 
the Cup, a good field may be expected at the post ; and thongh we 
haye previously treated at some Iength upon the probable issue of 
the race, we now add a few remarks, together with a list of the 


probable starters.

Of the above Acta, selected by us in our previous reinarks, has 
perhaps boen the steadjest horse in the market during the present 
week, and those who have backed her tday be asaured that they will 
have a good straight yun for their money, as My, Thellusson has 
hacked his mare to win, and also heavily for a place, The mystery 
which surrounded The Special for some time id now cleared up, and 
there can be no doubt but that the Woodyeates division are on to a 
man, and ave yery sanguine of success. She most noticeable feature 
of the week hoa been the rush to gét on Friday (wice Miss 
Harriette retired), who now is freely backed at 7 to 1, while Nu has 
been sadly knocked about, but goes healthy in the market, and there 
is no doubt but that Lord Poulett and party (between whom there 
has recently been a split) are now in earnest with the mare, Yet 
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as Actwa won the Cambridgeshire easily with 13lbs, more than Nu 
struggled into revond place last year, I am quite prepared to find the 
former successful in preseuting the 8lbs and a year to Lord Poulett’s 
mare. Mr. Graham's pair, Chepstow and Caithness, have both been 
backed during the week, but latest movements point to the notorious 
brother to Chattanooga as being the selected of the stable. He may 
possibly win, but we cannot recommend such an ill-tempered beast 
in a biz field of horses.. Salpinctes and Helen have both come into 
the market with a ruch, but we have no fancy for either. Red Harl 
has been nibbled at, and for a place investment may prove remunera- 
tive, but to find the absolute winner first thoughts, we believe, will 
be in the present instance best, and we see no occasion to alter our 


previous selection of 
ACTZSA or SPECIAL. 


The Shrewsbury Meeting takes place during the ensuing week, 
and Mr, John Frail has, a8 usual, provided a mammoth broad sheet 
(now before us) with no less than forty races to be decided during the 
four days’ racing, which commences on Monday. The majority of 
the races only fill the evening before, arid, therefore, we shall be 
spared dealing with a lot of trumpery plates, the results of which 
depend almost entirely on monetary considerations. There are 
some dozen races rife for decision, and we will commence by 
dealing with the Carnival Nursery,which has obtained 49 subscribers, 
for which the Catherine Hayes filly, with 7st, looks most tempting ; 
she has, however, by winning the Knowsley Nursery Stakes at Liver- 
pool, incurred a 7lb penalty, which should almost put her chance out. 
Mr. Hodeman’s Vice Versa is remarkably well treated with 5st 131b ; 
and-Skylight, who will doubtless represent Lord Westmorland, with 
6st 10lb, hag nothing to complain of—one of the trio may be returned 
the winner. Tbe Oleveland Plate, a five furlongs scramble, has 
another largé entry, Cranbury being at the head of affairs with 
9st 10lb. Without attempting to select the absolute winner, we may 
just call attention to those best treated, which we take to be Lady 


Valentine, 4 yrs, 7st 7lb ; Custard Castle, 5 yrs, 7st 3lb ; Historian,. 


5 yrs, 6st 13lb ; Viceroy, 4 yrs, 6st 7lb; and the Catherine Hayes 
filly, 2 yrs, 5st 7lb. Of the 85 entered for the Steward’s Cup our 
preference is for Stockinger, Thalia, or Kingsley. The Shrewsbury 
Cup (14 mile), the leading feature of the meeting, will be run for 
on Tuesday. Thirty-one horses have cried content with their various 
imposts. The weights having been raised, Moulsey heads the list 
with 83t 12Ib. About a dozen of those engaged are also engaged 
in the Liverpool Cup, the result of which will perhaps entirely fore- 
shadow the struggle, therefore we will abstain from lengthened 
remarks, but at the time of writing our preference points to Nu, 
Reeswing, and Cranford. Respecting the other closed events, which 
will be greatly influenced by the races of previous days, we can only 
point to Confederate or Lady Valentine as likely to take a 
prominent part in the Battlefield’ Handicap ; Knight of the Garter, 
in the Salopian Stakes ; Jeanie Deans or Hatty, in the Monkmoor 
Handicap ; ‘The Clown or Manchester in the Hurdle race ; Arkansas 
or Nukuheva, in the Wynnstay Welter Cup. The Newport Gold 
Cup, in the concluding day, looks a mere matter of health for 
Lecturer should he be sent for it.

FINAL NOTES ON THE LIVERPOOL CUP. 

Speculation on the Liverpool Cup has taken a very wide range 
since the publication of my notes in your Jast impression, and judging 
fromthe number of horses, backed, it is a very open race. My two 
selections, Nu and Chepstow, have both been up and down in the 
market, more especially the latter ; a circumstance not at all to be 
wondered at, after the shifty tactics pursued by the Graham division, 
with this horse, for the Cambridgeshire. Nu arrived at Liverpool 
on Sunday, and looks thoroughly fit and well; and as matters have 
now been amicably arranged between her joint owners, she will run 
on her merits, The advance of Friday to the head of the quotations 
on Tuesday, somewhat surprised me, as it will be recollected that, in 
the Cambridgeshire Trial Handicap at Newmarket, he proved him- 
self to be an utter wretch, at least, in temper, and was obliged to 
be led to the starting post muzzled. Like many other queer-tem- 
pered horses, Friday is a really good performer when he takes it 
into his head to try, and should he do so on this occasion, he may be 
very troublesome to my previous selections,

HORRIBLE DISCLOSURES OF MISERY. ‘ 


A most repulsive and Jamentable case of wretchedness and squalo: 
was brought to light on Tuesday, at High-road, Well, about a mile 
from Halifax. The revelation has filled the village with horror and 
disgust, and the cage is one demanding the immediate attention of the 
authorities. For some four or five years there has Jived in a cottege, in 
acorner of a back yard, a family consisting of a widow and her.two 
unmarried daughters. The mother, named Mary, and aged about 
seventy years, was the widow of Richard Mitchell, cardmaker, and he 
died a number of years ago. Her eldest daughter is named Jane, and 
she isthirty-nino years of age. The younger is thirty-eight years, 
and is called Eliza, The sister’ appear formerly to have made -staye 
and hawked them. * For sometime, however, they have not done avy- 
thing in this way, but the younger has set cards for cotton machinery. 
For some time the elder sister and the mother have received. 53. 6d. ‘a 
week relief from the parish, the former on the ground of sickness, and 
the latter of old age. 1t appeared that on Sunday morning the old 
woman died. She had no doctir, though she had been ill, it is said, 
formonths. She died at one o’clock in the morning, but none of the 
neighbours were informed of the occurrence until threo e’clock 
in the afternoon. The Mitchells haye Jed a reserved and 
mysterious life. They repudiated any neighbou'ly atteutions, 


aud mado the acquaintance of ro one. On Sunday ~ after- 
noon. bowever, Eliza called to a neighbour who was 
fetching some coals ‘from e@n outhouse near the cottage 


to come into the house, but tho neighbour declined. Nothing, we 
understand, was said about a death haying occurred in the house. 
Eliza then went and informed # woman at the other end of the village 
of the death, and induced her to come. It seems that tke poor old 
woman had died on the hearthstone in frontof a little fire, and in 
the presence of Eliza alone. When sen by the neighbour the body 
of deceased ‘was huddled up'in a most painful form, a°d Jaid upon the 
floor in one corner of the room on four dirty pillows stuffed with flocks. 
Deceased was’ a little woman, aud thé body was much wasted and 
appeared no, bigger than thatof alittle girl. There was no bed in 
the rom, only three or four chairs, a small table, a dresser and a few pots 
and other things on the mantle-piece. Tiere was hardly a whole pane 
in the window, the holes being filled with rags, paper, and a screen inside 
drawn across. The body of deceased was in 4 very dirty state, covered 
only with a few rags of clothing It having been decently Jaid out 
upon the chairs, the neighbour left the house. Rumours got afloat 
of the death of the poor woman and of the wretched circuwstances 
Fortunately, the afiair did not end here. Next morning, Police- 
constable Greenwood, who was passing through the villoge on Tues- 
day morning was requested by a neighbour to call at the house aud 
make some inquiry. He did so, and learned from Eliza that she had a 
sister poorly upstairs, but that he must not sesh r. Disgusted with 
the stench of the house, he begin to be suspicious that there must be 
something wrong. He informed the woman that she had periaps 
better let him eee the sister, and acended the narrow ilight of stairs, 
but he was nearly driven back by the smoll.. “he +p ctacle was most 
disgusting and appalling. Not an article of furniture was to be scen 
in the;chamber, except adark screen before one window. The floor was 
in some places more than an inch thick in dust, potato paricgs, animal 
refase, woollen flocks, &c, He next proceeded to: remove the gcreen, and 
was appalled to find a human being huddled up in a lump, upon 
an ol! bed laid upon & wooden trunk, the whole being with 
dirt. as black as the chimney hole. Her hair was matted and her 
whole appearance that of wretchednéss and squalor. She was not 
lying but rather reclining or huddled with her back against a pillow. 
Th» whole place she occupied behind the screen was only about three 
or four feet by half a yard br ad. When the curtain was drawn aside 
she blasphemed and wanted to know if the policeman‘ ad come to kill 
her. he sight was horrible. She refused to be removed or touched. 
At her right hand was a small darkened window, the recess of which 
was filled with vileness, Since the discovery the sister Eliza has in- 
formed a neighbour that it is three years since her sister was washed, 
had combed her hair, or had had_a chemise on. She had at present 
nothing on buta pair of old stockings, which had not been changed for 
years. She also said that her sister had said that she would never be 
removed from tliat house alive. Strange voises have beep heard in 
the chamber at timés, and much quarrellivg Eliz: stafes her sister 
to be suffering from bodily d-bility, not insanity. Sho. as-igns as a 
feaion fot repelling the attentions of the neighbours that they scorned 
the family and taunted them, playing jokes upen then, The neigh- 
bonrs, on the other hand, say that gifts were always thrown back at 
them, and not appreciated,

EXTRAORDINARY ADVENTURE WITH A SALMON.—Mr. Colin Wood 
one of the best rod-fishers in Scotland, succeeded a few days ago in 
hooking a salmon, considered to be the largest that bas ever been 
hooked in the Northesk. The skilful manceuvres of the angler were 
brought into play, but hour after hour wore away, and still the salmon 
was as strong as ever ; the moon rose and set, and still the fish was 
master of the situation. Allarts had been tried, butthe enemy was 
too wary. Mr. Wood had held his rod and kept his tackle fast for 
103 hours, but the work proved too much for him, and he re- 
linquished his rod with great reluctance into the bands of Mr. A. 
Bower, in order to allow of a little repose. Subsequently Mr. Wood 
got the rod into his hand again, that he might have the honour of 
landing him, while another party went for the clip. But all these 
preparations were of no‘avail. The salmon returned to his old abode 
and disputed the victory for long hours. As gentleman after gentle- 
man came on the ground in the morning they were astounded to 
hear that such a contest had been going on all night. Atnine 
o’clock there was still no appearance of the fish surrendering, and 
several meetings of rod-fishers were held to consider what should be 
done in the circumstances, But Master Salmon struggled manfully 
and baffled all the combinations that were formed against him, until 
one o’clock, when he made aclear run into the stream, and the hook 
came out of his mouth with a piece of the fish attached. For nine- 
teen hours and forty-five minutes, with the exception of one brief 
hour, did the salmon contend with one of the keenest and_ best 
fishers in the three kingdoms, and to the great mortification of Mr. 
Wood eventually escaped. The fish was twice or thrice seen, and by 
men well able to judge he was supposed to be about 60lb weight. 

Larer Sworprish Capturep orr LricH.—<A very fine specimen 
of the swordfish has been captured at Leigh, being driven by the 
fishermen up one of the narrow creeks left by the retiring tide, and 
killed with a boat-hook. It was purchased by Messrs. Towell’s, the 
well-known fishmongers of 50, Strand, and attracted a large crowd 
around the shop. ‘The length to centreof tail was 8 feet 7 inches ; 
girth behind pectoral fins, 8 feet 2 inches. The sword was 8 feet 
in length, and in perfect preservation, The estimeted weight of the 
animal was about 2 cwt. 

We regret much to hear that a sad destruction of the salmon 
hatched, artificially, by Mr. Frank Buckland, at the Royal Horti- 
cultural Gardens, South Kensington, has taken place. On Wednes- 
day last the water was stopped on account of some of the pipes in 
the gardens requiring repair. When it was turned on again, the 
fish began to die, and in a short time were all poisoned. Upwards 
of six hundred young salmon and trout, some of them 4} inches in 
length, have thus been sacrificed. The larger fish which will be 
smolts three years old next spring, have fortunately escaped. 

Tar THaMES.—A correspondent in a contemporary says the 
upper portion of the river is in good order for jack and perch fishing, 
which may now be attempted with every prospect of success, A 
few days since John Rosewell, of Walton, took a gentleman spinning 
between Staines and Shepperton, and killed six jack, the largest 
weighing 6lb. I was out on Thursday with one of the members 
of the T.A.P,S, trying the perch at Walton, Wecould not do much 
in the open. stream, but at lest got into a nice pitch near the 
Boughs, close to Walton-bridge, and were not long in getting a 
dozen beautiful fish, in prime condition, but my friend happened to 
let one get into the water again, when John Rosewell, who was 
attending upon us, said, ‘There, sir, you won't catch any more 
here.” He was right; we tried for a quarter of an hour after- 
wards, but could not get a touch. We then moved further on, but 
did do not much, and then we tried the Sale, which was evidently 
full of fish, as we could see them feeding in all directions. There 
we landed a few more perch, but as time was advancing and we 
had only another half-hour, we thought of devoting that to a spot 
near the Boughs where our. first luck commenced, and there we 
found the perch again, Altogether we had an enjoyable day, and 
were tolerably content with our sport; alittle more frosty weather, 
and then there will be some splendid perch fishing. J. Keen has 
been doing well with the roach at Chertsey. There has been some 
excellent bream fishing at Walton. At Sunbury and Hampton the 
jack are now well on the feed. M. Milbourn took one of 10lb 6o0z 
in Hampton deep. About Kingston there has been some very nice 
perch caught, and a jack over 10lb. Thomas Davis has been 
catching some very fine bream and perch at Moulsey, The tidal 
water is rather thick, and roach and dace fishing has not been very 
good. A nice jack of 74lb has been taken above the weir at Ted- 
f dington, and Stevens took two of about 5lb each.— W, H. Brougham,

It is ve... ded anno less authoritative and eminently respectable 
pages than those pertaining to the British Blue Book, that Mr. 
Boucicault bas said he could supply all the London theatres with 
pieces, It would seem to be the fate of ourselves and other faithful 
chroniclers of things theatrical to put it on record, that Mr. Bouci- 
cault has dune what he said he could do. Mr. B,’s boast before the 
Parliamentary Committee gave rise at the time to what in parlia- 
mentary phrase is called “ (derisive cheers)”—though we believe that 
is not recorded in the Blue Book—and we certainly were of those who 
at that time, and so moved, indulged in that species of expressive 
applause. We must now, however, confess our conviction, former 
‘derisive cheers” notwithstanding, that Mr. B. not only can, 
but will, at no distant date, do all he has threatened 
— r, perhaps we had better say, promised. But, great admirers 
as we are of Mr. Boucicault, we confess this with some soreness. 
Indeed, it is in no small degree solicitude for Mr. Boucicault as a 
dramatist that prompts us to look forward with concern and even 
alarm to the apparently inevitable day when he shall be so fortunate 
ag to menopolise the London stage. Such a monopoly would do no 
nore good to Mr. Boucicault than it would to the public. Mono- 
poly never does do good to anybody. Like sin, it benefits none but 
the devil. And so, excellent dramatist as is Mr. Boucicault, it will 
be a badday for British art, and, indeed, for all else that is British, 
Mr. Boucicault of course included, when he or any one else mono- 
polises the British stage. Notwithstanding this, however, the thing 
would seem, as we have said, to be inevitable. The third new 
drama tais season. by this portentous’ writer, has just been 
launched, and is a8 great a success as each of the previous 
two. A fourth is, a8 our readers know, looming in the not 
distant future upon the boards of Drury Lane, and for the rest we 
see a glass which, like that borne by the eighth phantom king in 
“‘ Macbeth,” shows us ‘‘many more.” ‘‘ Hunted Down ; or, The 'T'wo 
Lives of Mary Leigh,” produced at this house on Monday evening, 
was first played some two months back at Manchester, under the 
title of ‘The Two Lives of Mary Leigh.” The alteration in the 
title, however, and the announcement in the St. James's bill 
to the effect that the piece until‘ Monday Jast had 
“never” been ‘‘acted,” would seem to poinf to some 
considerable alterations. The drama, which is in three acts, and is 
much less comic than Mr. Boucicault’s latest dramas, is a decided 
and deserved suczess. It is a highly powerful, interesting, artisti- 
cally coustructed, and well-written drama, and has, moreover, the 
advantage of being admirably acted in its every character. Look- 
ing at it closely, it will perhaps appear to reek rather with crime ; 


racters are all very interesting, and, as we have already said, aré 
remarkably well played. Mary Leigh is of course the central figure} 
but we scarcely think the character is so good, or at least so original 
in the drawing, as are several of the others. However, the part is 
a very arduous one, and Miss Herbert’s acting in it is marked by all 
her usual power, dignity, and sweetness. John Leigh is a very fite 
conception, and the part is played by Mr. Walter Lacy with con- 
sumnate art.

The new: and: novel “float,” or footlights, supplied to the Prince of Wales’s, 
Theatre, Liverpool, by Messrs. Defries and son is thus described —“ It con- 


sists in a series of compartmen's joined together, and the back forming a 


tube, with openings at its upper part, wichin the box. The top of each 
compartment. is double-cased, in order that the float may always remain per- 
featly cool. From the main gas-pipe beneath the stage brauch pipes rise into 
the several compartments, there being six to each compartment,—their 
arrangement being very novel and simple. That face of the tube or back of 


‘box which if towards the stage, slopes backward at an angle of abont 46 


degrees, the branch pipes following this angle, each alternate pipe rising 
higher than the preceding; thus, when the gas is lighted, there are two rows 
of jets, vue higher than the other, the lower one being at an angle to the 
stage, which will throw its light almost horizontally; and the other at an 
angle which will throw it almost vertically, sé that the performers can stand 
Over the float without any fear of accident. The top of tho float does not rise 
more than 3 inches above the rake of the stage, the sheets of glass in each 
compartment completely enclosing the flame on the face towards the stage; the 
tube at the back carries off all the heated air from the flame; the oxygen 
necessary for proper combustion arrives at the open bottom and a slight space 
s left between the top ofeach sheet of glass and the top metal plate. ‘The 
glass mediums by which coloured light is thrown over the stage are raised in 
a frame raised aud lowered like a window in grooved supports, worked from 
the prompter’s box, enabling him to give different mediums in each scene, if 
required,” The Prince of Wales's is the first theatre that has adopted this

” We this week give an illustration from 
the New Adelphi drama, “ Ethel ; or, Only 
a Life,” and also a portrait of Miss Kate

One of 
their number, Baswity (Mr..C. Parke), a swindler, is discovered cheating. 
Whereupon he.is carried off to get some of the sin washed out of him at the 

ump, Asheis being carried off a letter drops from ‘his pocket, which, on 
Baie read by Harry Vivian, proves his collusion with another fine specimen of 
the genus swindler, Jack Raggett (Mr. Fitzroy), an individual with 
ataste for lending money at 50 per cent. interest. Vivien denounces Raggett, 
but in doing s0 divcloses that he has been gambling. The act closes with a 
sentence of rustication upon all concerned. In Act 2, The Rectory, we have 
Warry grumbling about and brooding over his own foliy; in fact, making him- 
self disagreeable to every one, till at last, after intercepting a letter from his 
late tutor to his father, which he supposes contains the intimation of his 
sentence, he accepts an engagement ag tutor to one of his college companions, 
leaving his father, Dr. Vivian (Mr. Blakely), and his cousin, Mary Ford (Misa 
Rose Leclercq), ina state of the most profound wretchedness. At this juncture, 
of course, Raggeit appears on the scene. Having bought up all Harry’s debts, 
Raggett is now desirous of repaying Harry for denouncing him. The debts 
amount to something like £650, and, as Dr. Vivian's living is worth about £150 
a year, he is, of course, unable to meet the demand. Inthe meantime, how- 
ever, Mary Ford comes to the rescue with £400, and this sum, together with 
what Dr. Vivian will realise for his books, he thinks will be sufficient to clear 
the debt. In Act 8 everything is set to rights, at least all that the audience 
care about, The letter, which Harry had intercepted, proves to contain a 
remission of his sentence on account of the open and unselfish 
avowal he made of his fault. The books are nob sold, and 
Harry and and Miss Ford—well that ig left to the imagination. 
The’ above is o very bare outline of the plot, but the kind of 
part Mr. Sothern has to play can easily be understood. In the first act the 
manner in which he embodies the reckless spendthrift is alone enough to 
stamp him an acter of consummate ability. Afterwards, as the repentant and 
self-reproving son his acting is equally powerful. In fact Mr. Sothern’s acting 
throughout was as close an approach to perfection as possible. Miss Rore 
Leclercq’s Mary Ford is one of the most refined pieces of acting we ever met 
with, and we can find no better way of expressing ourselves concerning it 
than by eaying that it is in every way fit to be coupled with Mr, Sothern’s 
acting in Harry. Of the other characters, suffice it for the present to say, that 
they were most efficiently represented. ‘Truly the management has to be 
complimented on the way in which this piece has been produced.

APPALLING RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 

On Friday evening, an accident of a most appalling character 
occurred near Rowley, on the Stockton and Darlington Railway, Is 
appears that about seven o’clock on that evening, a girl named 
Elizabeth English, avout fifteen years of age, in the service of Miss 
Fowler, of Whitehall Farm, near Rowley, was engaged in driving 
a cow from the farm to a field, on her road to which she had to cross 
the railway about three-quarters of a mile above Rowley Station, A 
short time previous to her arrival at the ‘ crossing,” an engine with 
waggons laden with stone had passed up_ the incline towards 
Waskerley, but by some means the coupling of the last waggon got 
unfastened, and the waggon thus free ran back at a rapid rate. By 
this time the girl and the cow had got upon the railway, and as the 
night was dark the girl was caught by the waggon, knocked down 
between the rails, her boots torn from her feet, and she was killed on 
the spot. A few yards further on the waggon came in contact with 
the cow, which it almost disembowelled. A man who was near heard 
the noise, and having ascertained what had happened, gave the 
alarm. After carrying the unfortunate girl to the farm, they returned 
and found that the cow had got up and walked a few yards after 
receiving the injuries, and had then dropped down dead. The 
waggon was found the following morning standing on the railway 
near Consett.

Witrut Damace To Ratway Carriaces.—What can be the 
motive which influences railway passengers to inflict wilful damage 
to carriages in which they are conveyed upon railways? A. short 
time since the London and South Western Company put upon their 
suburban lines about a dozen trains of new carriages, most con- 
veniently arranged and even elegantly fitted. Now, scarcely a day 
passes without the cushions and fittings of the carriages sustaining 
wilful damage by being cut or torn or otherwise injured ; the 
window curtains in the first-class and the hat-pegs in the second- 
class carriages are likewise carried away and stolen by passengers. 
The company have issued notices offering a reward of £10 to any- 
one who will give information as will lead to the conviction of the 
persons who thus damage the carriages. They also appeal to pas- 
sengers to assist the company in detecting such offendersin order to 
preserve their own comfort, as it will really be necessary to withdraw 
the new carriages from the suburban trains unless such mischievous 
practices can be stopped. The damage is believed to be done by 
regular daily passengers. Surely an appeal of this sort will not be 
made in vain.— Railway News.

Turr Gosstp.—The month has been fertile in incidents which 
afford much room for reflection, and from which a useful moral may 
be drawn. First and foremost was the sudden death of Harry 
Grimshaw, who was cut off at a time when the sporting circles of 
France, Belgium, Germany, as well as his own country, were ringing 
with his fame, and he had attained immortality before his majority. 
Little, we confess, did we imagine when last month we sketched him 
at the Kursaal at Baden-Baden, mingling with the gay, the giddy, 
and every class of European society, who throng to that pretty 
watering place, that within a short time all that would remain of 
him would be his fame. Into the causes of the accident which ter- 
minated his career so suddenly we will not too closely inquire, for 
reasons which will suggest themselves to other than legal minds. 
But it does appear strange that the jockey who had skill and strength 
enough to steer Gladiateur in the midst of that terrible rush of horses 
round Tattenham Corner, at Epsom, and the Red House, at Don- 
caster, should be unable to drive a dog-cart along a road as straight 
as the measured mile at Spithead, when the moon was sufficiently 
bright to disclose any obstacle in the way. But we much fear that 
the manners and customs of the jockeys of the present day are not 
such as to lead to the increase of their muscle or the strength of 
their nerve. Ginger-beer breakfasts, as they are called, and which 
are mere disguises for champagne ones, are but sorry preparations 
for an encounter in which perhaps half a million is dependent, and 
where the utmost vigour and clearest intellect are required to take 
advantages of opportunities which constantly occur in every great 
race. By these remarks we would not for an instant insinuate that 
Fordham, Custance, Edwards, Osborne, and jockeys of that class, 
are ever unequal to the fulfilment of their duties to their employers. 
On the contrary, they set an example to those below them worthy 
of the strictest imitation, and if it is followed by those who are com- 
ing on, the same profitable result will flow from it. Wedo think 
that those who have the charge of young jockeys do not exercise the 
control over them which they are bound to do, considering the 
interests that are confided to them, and which require, during the 
season, the exercise of the strictest sobriety, as well as abstinence 
from animal food beyond what is necessary to sustain the system ; as 
it requires no Herapath to know that cheap champagne, on an empty 
stomach accustomed to the thin table or treacle beer of Yorkshire or 
Lancashire, cannot but be as injurious to the stomach of a lad as an 
opium ball to the constitution of a horse. We trust our trainers will 
give heed to our observations, which are penned in no unkind spirit, 
but with the best intentions to those upon whom the Turf is so depen- 
dent.— Baily’s Magazine for November, 

Kinuina Pras sy Macuinery.—A large establishment, called 
‘‘ The Queen’s ” has recently been erected by Mr. J. S. Richardson, 
of Waterford, as his old premises were nearly out of lease, and it 
enabled him to avail himself of every modern improvement. His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, when he visited Waterford, went 
through and inspected this establishment, and was much pleased. 
A description may interest our readers, It may be said to be all on 
one floor, though on different levels. The live pigs as they arrive 
from the fair are accommodated in styes which hold from 10 to 20 
each,of which thereare over 100 in the adjacent yards, and 1,000 pigs 
can be accommodated. They ere usually kept without food for 48 
hours, which allows them to recover from the journey, and improves 
the flesh, At the end of that time they'are driven up an inclined 
plane to the slaughter-house. Operations commence at from one t) 
three in the morning, as it is desirable to cool down the meat as 
quickly as possible. Each pig is hoisted by the hind leg, it being 
hooked on to a lever, which suspends the animal head downwards, 
and its throat is slit with a sharp knife; the blood caught in a 
recciver flows into an external tank, from whence it is carted away. 
The leg is then fixed to a hook, which slides ona round iron bar 
placed overhead on an incline. A push of the hand sends the dead 
pig with railway speed to the singeing furnace, a distance of 30 to 
50 feet. Here it is taken by a crane, placed on a tramway, and 
run into the furnace, where the flame impinges on it, and in a moment 
all the hairis removed. The carcase is rehooked by the leg, passes 
into another room, where it is disembowelled, the entrails being 
transferred to an underground region to be dealt with. Ihe head’ is 
next removed, and then the backbone is cut out, thus dividing the 
carcase into two flitches, which pass, suspended on the round bars 
and without handling into the cooling room, where it hangs until 
the mgat is firm. All these processes go on simultaneously, and are 
so rapid and well-managed that it is quite possible to kill, singe, 
and dispose of the flitches at the rate of 100 per hour. This is some- 
times kept up for five, six, or even seven hours 3 on some occasions 
700 pigs have been slaughtered and disposed of in this coneern before 
breakfast on one morning. 

Tue Late CHartes Davis.—The Times of Saturday gave an 
account of the obsequies of the late huntsman of the Queen, Mr. 
Charles Davis, who: was interred in Sunninghill: churchyard | on 
Friday last. The funeral of this popular public servant was attended 
by Lord Colville, the present Master of the Buckhounds, and by the 
most prominent habitués of the Royal Hunt. The Times says that 
Mr. Davis’s favourite hunter was shot previous to the ceremony, and 
that the animal’s ears were buried in its master’s grave—an innova: 
tion which, we think, would have been more honoured in the breach 
than in the observance, savouring as it does of the manner in 
which widows used to be dealt with in our Indian possessions on 
the death of their lords and masters. 

Bouyine «a Pia in A Poxn.—A curious pig case was lately tried 
at Norwich. .A woman, being about to purchase a full-grown pig 
for the moderate sum of 16s., asked the vendor whether the animal 
was “all right.” “It’s precious sight righter than you,” was the 
reply—an assurance which the purchaser, considericrg her own 
soundness unimpeachable, appears to have thought perfectly satis- 
factory. The pig, however, ina few days died, and the question 
then arose, and was tried before the local magistrates, whether a 


‘“‘warranty” had been given’ ‘with it, The woman laid great’ stress 


on the fact that the pig had been declared ‘‘righter” even than 
she was ; but the magistrates were of opinion that that didn’t amount 
to much, and dismissed the cage. 

Guy Fawkes Day ar Oxrorp.—A correspondent writing from 
Oxford says the 5th of November was observed in this city by the 
usual demonstrations of ‘* pown ” and ‘ town,” both parties muster- 
ing in considerable numbers and encountering each other in the

There was, however, a good deal of 
fighting, and there were several instances of broken heads, although 
nothing of a very serious nature occurred. 
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IMPORTANT LAW PROCEEDINGS, IN CONNEC- 
' TION WITH THE TURF, IN THE COURT OF 
QUEEN’S BENCH. 
PARR vy. ELLIS. 

This was an action for libel brought by the plaintiff, a well-known 
trainer of racehorses, to recover damages against the proprietors of 
the Daily Telegraph for a libel published in that journal, reflecting, 
as alleged, on the plaiutitf, and complained of by him as injurious to 
him in his social position. <@ 

The case was tried before Mr. Justice Lush, who left it to the 
jury to say whether or not the inuendo was proved, and they nega- 
tived it. His Lordship then asked them whether it meant habitual 
carelessness and gross misconduct on the part of the plaintiff, and 
they found thatit did, and assessed the damages at 40s.. the learned 
judge giving the plaintiff leave to move to enter the verdict for him 
for that amount if the Court should consider, under the circum- 
stances, that he was entitled to it. 

Mr. Huddleston, Q.C., moved for a rule for a new trial. He 
stated that the plaintiff was the celebrated trainer, and the libel im- 
puted that through what was called ‘ Parr’s Pills and Telscombe 
Cookery ” Lord St. Vincent had been prevented from landing some 
handsome stakes, meaning, as the plaintiff in his declaration alleged, 
that he had fraudulently prevented the horse from winning. Tels- 
combe was the name of his lordship’s training ground. The Lord 
Chief Justice said that no doubt the rule was ia substance refused, 
and that the plaintiff retained his right of appeal. It would only be 
right, under the peculiar ciicumstances of the case, that the other 
side should be heard at chambers.—Mr. Justice Lush said he would 
hear the case at the cunvenience of the parties. 

FOBERT v. O'HARA. 

This was an action by a horse trainer to recover a sum of £340 
for the keep and training of a horse. The defendant denied that the 
horse was his, and alleged that it was the plaintiff's, and that in point 
of fact the plaintiff was suing for the keep of his own horse. The 
horse had been the plaintifi’s ; but it was alleged that he had given 
it to the defendant, It was admitted that the plaintiff had said to 
the defendant, the horse being in a field within sight of the parties, 
that he would give it to the defendant, to which the defendant 
assented. Nothing 1nore, however, took place, and the horse re- 
mained in the possession of the plaintiff, who now charged for its 
keep, The defendant denied that the horse had really been given to 
him, and to show that it had not, relied upon the undoubted fact 
that it had never been in his possession, and upon the general rule 
of law that there can be no valid gift without either a deed or 
delivery. The case set up in answer to this was that the defendant 
had desired the plaintiff to keap the horse for him. The jury found 
for the plaintiff, the puint as to the rule of law being reserved. 

Mr. Serjeant Hayes now moved for a rule for a new trial on the 
point as to the rule of law—that, as there had been no delivery or 
change of possession, there was no valid gift of the horse, and that, 
therefore, the plaintiff was really suing to recover the keep of his 
own horse, 

The Lord Chief Justice in the course of the discussion observed 
that he could hardly think that the rule of law could be so rigid as 
was suggested, so as to exclude a gift in a case where it was a gift 
of a specific chattel, which was before the parties at the time, and 
which from its nature, its bulk, or any reason of convenience, could 
not be removed at the time, However, the learned Serjeant might 
take a rule nisi. 


_ JOHNSON v. THE LONDON AND NORTH-WESTERN RAIL- 


WAY COMPANY.—DEATH OF A HORSE. 

This was an action for alleged negligence, tried at Chester before 
the Lord Chief Justice, when the jury returned a verdict for the 
defendants. ‘Che plaintiff, who was a student of Christ Church, 
Oxford, had purchased a horse, which was taken to one of the 
defendants’ stations, to be conveyed to Oxford. The horse was 
handed over to the company alive and well, but on the arrival of the 
train at Oxford it was found to be dead. The horse, it was said, was 
an extremely quite one, and had been accustomed to travel on 
railways; and it was alleged that his death was occasioned by his 
not being properly tied up in the box. 

Mr. Brandt moved for a rule for a new trial, on the grounds of 
surprise, that the verdict was against evidence, and the discovery of 
valuable evidencé on the part of the plaintiff since the trial. He 
could now show that the horse was improperly tied. 

The Court said the mode adopted for tying the horse was the 
same as that universally adopted on all railwsys. That being so, 
and if in this particular case it turned out to be defective, could it 
be said to be negligence? The Court would grant arule only on the 
payment of costs and an affidavit to show in what the alleged 
negligence consisted. : 

Mr. Brandt said the horse was only worth £40, and if the 
alternative was to pay the costs of the new trial, he doubted if 
it would be worth while to take the rule, He would take time to 
consider. 

The Court said the rule would not be granted except on the pay- 
ment of costs. 


THE EARL OF GLASGOW vy, THE RAWCLIFFE STUD 
j FARM COMPANY, 
This was an action tried at Leeds during the last summer agsizes, 
before Mr. Justice Mellor, and it was brought by Lord Glasgow to 
recover damages for the ill-treatment of a horse once well known, 


called Brother to Bird-on-the+Wing, during the period when it was’ 


hired to the company. On the horse being returned to his Lordship 
it was found to be blind of one eye, and that was the negligent 
treatment complained of. Lord Glasgow assesse1’the injury done 
to the horse thereby at £100 ; the jury, however, thought otherwise, 
and only returned a verdict for a farthing. — 

Serjeant Hayes now moved for a new trial on the ground of the 
insufliciency of the damages and the inconsistency of the verdict, 
but their Lordships refused the application.

CALAMITOUS FIRE AND LOSS OF. THREE: 
LIVES. : : 

During Monday night a fire, which unhappily ended in the death 
of three children, happened at Mr. Lazarus's, a clothier, 44, Hamp- 
stead-road, The discovery was made by a gentleman who in pass- 
ing the building noticed the smoke in dense bodies pouring out of the 
front shop. He at once raised an alarm, and by some means a boy 
and an infant were rescued from the back of the building. The 
bystanders were then informed that the proprietor of the house and 
his wife were out, and that three children were still in one of the 
upper rooms. Conductors Hutchings and Rummens entered the 
third floor, but the smoke was.so hot and dense that the lamps of 
each became extinguished, and had it not been for the assistauce 
rendered by one of the neighbours, Conductor Hutchings would have 
perished. Upon gaining his escape he reeled to and fro, being 
nearly suffocated, and he was obliged to be helped down his machine, 
The conductors again entered at another window, but. they found the 
same difficulty of searching the room, as the smoke again put out 
their lamps, and they were at length obliged to give up the attompt 
as hopeless. Several of the land steamers quickly attended, and 
the engines were called into operation, but ithe fire could. not be 
extinguished until the front shop was burned out, the front room on 
the first floor very severely damaged by fire, and the rest ofgthe 
house injured by heat and smoke. As soon as the ruins were 
sufficiently cooled, Conductor Hutchings entered the place, and

Mr. Lazarus 
was insured in the Phoenix and the Royal Fire Offices, 
BREAKING INTO A THEATRE, 

At the Birmingham police-court, on Thursday, Emmanuel, Eyre 
46, agent, William Henry Herring, 28, carpenter, George Siddels, 
30, hawker, and James Harris, 30, bailiff, were charged with having, 
at about half-past one o’clock on that morning, broken into the 


Prince of Wales Theatre, at Birmingham, and assaulted the men, 


who were at the time in charge of it. The following statements: 
were made in evidence : Mr. James Rogers, a theatrical proprietor, 

on the 21st August last purchased for £3,800 the Prince of Wales 

Theatre, which was then publicly offered for sale by auction, and 
paid the necessary deposit for it to the agent of Sir William Fairfax, 

He took possession in due course. At the 

time of this purchase the house was let from day to day, at a diurnal 

rent of £1, to Mrs. Macready. Mr. Rogers, at the request of Mrs. 

Macready, consented ‘to allow her to continue in the theatre for a 
fortnight longer rent free. During this interval the lady had set up 

a claim to the place altogether, although possession had been legally 

delivered to Mr. Rogers as purchaser, and he held it. Endeavouring 
to enforce this claim, the prisoners had committed the offence 
alleged. Mr. Rogers was at the theatre on Thursday morning akout 
one o'clock, and left two of his workmen there in quiet and undis- 
turbed possession. The doors were fastened up. Soon after he had 
gone home the prisoners—Eyre taking a prominent part—with some 
roughs, broke open the door of the theatre with great force, and 
effected an entrance, The two men left in charge by Mr. Rogers 
were at that time on the stage. It was alleged that the prisoners 
beat them severely and ejected them from the place, and otherwise 
behaved riotously, The magistrate committed them for trial as 
rioters, pointing out that they ought not to have forcibly broken into 
any place at that time in the morning, whether they had any right 
to the property or not,

BILLIARD DEMONSTRATION. 


On Friday, Oct. 26th, a teacher of billiards, commenced a series of 
three public demonstrations on the science of billiards. 

The lecturer observed that he did not come forward to exhibit 
himself as a wonderful player ; all he desired to do was to show 
amateurs how and where they commonly fall. They fail, generally, 
not from want of execution, but from want of knowledge of the 
easiest way to play the various strokes that constantly present them- 
selves. 

The first thing necessary to the learner is a good method, which, 
once learned, soon becomes natural. He should stand in an easy 
and becoming position; he should hold his cue lightly and not grip 
it, for, if gripped, the stroke will come from the shoulder, whereas 
it ought to be made from the elbow. The forearm should be held 
perpendicular, because the motion is a forward and backward one, 
and it should not be struck out with the knuckles upwards. The 
lecturer did not deny that many good players hold the hand out at 
an angle to the arm, but he accounted for that by the fact that many 
of them began to play billiards as children, when they were not tall 
enough to manage the cue in the proper way; and, having once 
acquired the habit to which he objects, they never afterwards got out 
of it. 

After the stroke the body should be still, and the cue after its 
delivery should rather follow the ball and drop slightly to the table. 
This rule holds even in putting on side. 


The bridge should not be more than six or seven inches from the 
ball. If made longer, the cue is not so likely to strike the ball ac- 
curately. If a player finds he is playing badly it is a good plan for 
him to shorten his bridge. In making the bridge the hand should 
be placed so as to touch the bed of the table in two places—viz., 
along the tips of the fingers and along the whole of the back of the 

alms. 
p The player should stand with the body facing his own ball; his 
first and last look should be at the object ball. Then for all or- 
dinary strokes he should strike his own ball with moderate strength 
exactly in the centre, and not above it (as recommended by some), 
except for following strokes and forcing hazards. 

The lecturer then proceeded to explain the angles at which the ball 
comes off under various circumstantes, He divides angles into 
natural, narrow, and wide. A natural angle is the angle at which 
the ball will come offif it is hit precisely in the centre with moderate 
strength, and strikes another ball exactly a half ball. It is rather 
more than a right angle and a half, When playing from hand the 


‘player's ball should, as a rule, be spotted to make the stroke with 


the natural angle, that being the easiest. 

The guide to playing natural angles is to look, slightly stooping, 
along the cue when pointed at the centre of the player's ball. — Its 
exact centre should lie in a straight line with the extreme edge of the 
object ball. ai 

A narrow angle is formed when the two balls on which it is’de- 
sired to cannon lie nearer to a straight line with the player's: ball 
than in the case of the natural angle, There are two ways of pay- 


ing these ;_ either to play on to the object ball less than a half ball: 


or fine, or to play on to it nearly full (a following stroke). This last 
is generally best when the three balls are nearly straight. 

A wide angle is the reverse of a narrow angle. ‘To play this the 
object ball should be struck a thre e-quarter ball. 

The lecturer then reagan to give some useful guides for spotting 
the ball so as to make the’ natural angle. We cannot follow bim 
here without diagrams. 

The division of the cushion into parts is a useful guide, especially 
for cannons. Suppose each cushion to be divided into four portions, 
then a ball near the cushion within the first division or quarter from 
the pocket, if hit a half ball, will cannon in the first division of the 
adjoining cushion ; if in the second division, it will cannon in the 


second division, and s0 on. By keeping this in mind the player can: 


always tell whether a cannon can be made by the natural) angle or 
not, : 

After coming off the second cushion the rebound on to the third 
cushion will only be half a division for each whole one, 80 that a ball 
in No. 2 division just out of baulk will cannon on to a ball in No. 1 
division on the opposite side of the table, or in baulk, and so on. It 
is difficult to place the balls by description 80 a8 to convey the 
requisite idea without diagrams, 

In playing following strokes no side is to be used for cannons, but

' When the balls are close, as within a quarter ball, divide the 
angle to the second object (as the pocket) by one half, and strike at 
a spot just half way between the pocket and the object ball. - If the 
balls are at a greater distance and not more than a ball apart, the 
stroke should be played with a push directly at the second object. 
If further apart than this it is then an ordinary following stroke. 

In-putting on twist at a right angle the player should hit his own 
bilositlia centre and the object 2 half ball. whatever the distance 
of the balls apart... For acute twist the ball should be hit a three- 
quarter ball, and “for twisting back it should be struck full, _In 
playing hazards at a right angle the same rule applies, only a little 
side from the pocket is required.— The Field.

The 
fish are now chiefly used for exportation and curing, as since the epi- 
demic of cholera has exhibited itself in Dublin and in the workshops 
of the seacoast the poorer classes have evinced a disrelish for fish of 
any description, .

She went 
down to the street outside, and no sooner was she in the presence. of 
the latter than he made a blow at her neck with a poignard. For- 
tunately, the weapon came on the collar-pone and glanced off, in- 
flicting only a slight wound. She, however, fell to the ground, 
blood flowing down. A crowd assembled, and while tlie 
wounded woman was carried into the theatre, the assailant, under the 
impression that he Had killed her, inflicted five stabs on himself. He 
was taken to the hospital of St Louis, where he lies without any 
prospect of recovery. His wife’s wound will not, it is hoped, prove 
serious. Jealousy is said to be the motive of the attack. 

A TReASURE OF A WiFE.—It has been said that she had ex- 
pectations. Mr. Conway, when he canvassed them in conjugal 
debate, always said, in a melancholy manner, that they would come 
to nothing—not that he loved her the less on that account. Her

Patan ACCIDENT FROM A STEAM-vEssEL.—On Monday afternoon a 
gentleman, at present unknown, who was a passenger by one of the 
Woolwich and London steam-vessels, by some means fell backwards 
fromthe side of the deck into the water, when off Woolwich Dock- 
yard. ‘The occurrence was seen from the Fisgard flag-ship, and a 
coat from that vessel instantly put off to save lifeif possible, but the 
efforts of the watermen were unavailing, and the body of the de- 
beased has not yet been found. 

{ysuRjes oN SHipBOARD: ImPonranr 70 SuAmMEN AND Suir- 
OWNERS.—A case of considerable interest to both seamen and ship- 
owners was tried at. Liverpool on Tuesday. A section of the 228th 
elausé of the Merchant Shipping Act directs that when a seaman is 
injured on shipboard in discharge of his duty the owner is bound to 
find him médical attendancé, food, &e., until he is cured or dead, 
or until he is landed at some port in the United Kingdom. Under 
this section 4 seaman, named Murphy, summoned the City of Dublin 
Stéam Packet Company for £12 78.—an alleged balance of wages or 
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compenyation due to him, as he was still suffering from the effects, of 
an accident sustaified while engaged as a seaman on board the 
Company’s steamer Royal William.—On behalf of the Company Mr. 
Palgrave Simpson contended that they had complied with the pro- 
visions of the Act in landing the plaintiff at Liverpool, ‘‘ one of the 
‘ports of the United Kingdom.”—Theé magistrates dismissed the sum- 
mons, but gave Mr. Campbell, who appeared for the plaintiff, a 
case for a superior court, 
CommirraL For Conspiracy TO DkFRAvD Creprrors or £2,000.— 
On Monday, at the Dewsbury Police-court, Abraham Blackburn, 
described as a person of considerable property, was charged with 
conspiracy, with James Blackburn, a bankrupt, to defraud the latter’s 
creditors to the amount of £2,000. Two years ago the bankrupts 
carried on an extensive business as woollen manufacturers in Gomer- 
sal, near Dewsbury, being chiefly employed on government Contracts. 
On the 16th June, 1865, they suddenly disappeared, ostensibly on 2 
visit to the Dublin Exhibition, but in reality they had absconded to 
America, taking with them a large quantity of goods and a consider- 
able sum of money. The day after their departure, Mr. Julius Israel, 
of Leeds, who was a creditor for more than £6,000, took proceedings 
andvhad them declared bankrupt.’ From the evidence given, it 
appeared that in September, 1865, James Blackburn, who had re- 
turned from America to Gomersal, sent the priséner, who was his 
uncle, to get change for a £1,000 Bank of England note. The 
prisoner took it to Messrs. Leatham, Tew, and Company’s, Wake- 
field, and got it changed there, endorsing his name upon the note. 
About the same time the prisoner received another Bank of England 
note, of the same value, from James Blackburn, and got it changed 
at the Heckmondwike branch of the Huddersfield Banking Company. 
Tn an examination made last month before the Registrar of the Leeds 
Bankruptcy Court, the prisoner stated he handed over the change in 
both cases to James Blackburn, the bankrupt, no money being owing 
to bim at the time, and that he was also then aware that his nephews 
had been made bankrupts. He alleged that for getting the two 
notes changed he only received one sovereign, What rendered the 
case the more singular. was, that James Blackburn returned from 


America to Gomersal, and remained there perdu until his death,” 


before the assignees heard that he had returned ; and the assignees 
had since been unable to obtain any portion of the money which the 
deceased must have had in his possession. The prisoner was com- 
mitted for trial. 

A Rat Eatine irs Own Lecs.—Last week a trap was set on 
Mr. Hockety’s premises, Dawlish, for the purpose of catching rats. 
On coming to the trap one morning it was found to contain three 
legs of a rat, and from inspection of the legs they appeared to have 
been eaten offthe body. No traces of the body can be found, and it 
is considered that the rat must have eaten its own legs off its body 
in order to get free from the trap.— Western Morning News. 

A Prritous Voracr.—There is at present lying in the harbour 


‘of St. Helier, Jersey, a vessel which is: attracting a considerable 


amount of attention, owing to the exceedingly perilous passage slit 
has recently performed. The vessel in question is the brigantine 
Century, Captain Le Moignand, the property of Messrs. 0. W. Robin 
and Co., of Jersey. She is quite new, and made her first voyage in 
September, to Panpebrac, Newfoundland, where her owners ‘have a 
fishing station, She left that port on the Ist of October, bound for 
Rio de Janeiro, with a cargo of cod fishin tubs. Four days after 
leaving the westerly gales which she encountered increased to a 
frightful hurricane, in weich she suffered severely, the sea clearing 
her decks, carrying away sails and spars, and throwing her on her 
beam ends. There was little chance of saving her, but, as a last 
resource and the only hope, Captain Le Moignand ordered all the 
masts to be cut away. This was done accordingly, and eventually 
the vessel righted herself, The hurricane afterwards abating, jury - 
masts were rigged under great difficulty, and it was resolved’ to 
abandon the voyage and run for Jersey, where after encountering 
great hardships, the vessel and crew safely arrived after a run of 
nineteen days. So much interest bas been excited in the vessel 
under the circumstances, that Lloyd’s have ordered photographs to 
be taken of her in the condition in which she reached Jersey. 
Mewanono.ty Suicipp or A Bricnton Solicrror.x—On Friday 
morning Mr. Thomas King, for many years a resident solicitor in 
Brighton, living in Richmond-place, committed suicide by suspend- 
ing himself fromm a bedstead with a silk handkerchief, where he was 
found about nine o’clock by his son, with life quite extinct, De- 
ceased was an agent in Conservative elections, also lieutenant in the 
1st Sussex Volunteer Rifle Corps, and in an affluent position. At the 
inquest held the same evening before David Black, Exq., borougi 
coroner, it was elicited the deceased was often of. adesponding mood, 
and nervous about business. His mother attempted to cut her throat 
five-and-twenty years since, and his parents were of eccentric and 
excitable temperament. Verdict, “‘l'emporary insanity.” 
MELANCHOLY Surc1wE.—Dr. Lankester held an inquest.on Tuesday 
night, respecting the death of Mrs, Charlotte Schwabe. The evidence 
‘showed that deceased was the wife of a gentleman connected with 
the Stock Exchange. She had suffered for some time from nervous 
excitement, and although she never threatened to commit suicide 
she had at times wished that she was dead. On Sunday morving 
last she threw herself from one of the windows.of her, house, and 
and was found some time after hanging from the railings in front. 


‘Two of the rails had evidently been broken by her falling upon them. 


Her death must have been instantaneous, owing to a severe fracture 
of the skull. The jury returned a verdict to the effect that deceased 
committed suicide whilst in an unsound state of mind. 

AN Ex-Cuampion oF ENGLAND IN THE County Court,—At the 
Nottingham County Court, on Tuesday, the renowned Bendigo, the 
ex-pugilist, was sued by a person named Tomlinson for £15, as 
damages for an assault, On the 10th of May last plaintiff, a ma— 
chine-fitter in Nottingham, and several of his fellow workmen went 
into the Dog and Bear public-house, Bridlesmith Gate.

HORRIBLE DISCLOSURES OF MISERY. 


A most repulsive and lamentable case of wretchedness* and equalor 
was brought to light on Tuesday, at High-road, Well, about a mile 
from Halifax. ‘The revelation has filled the village with horror and 
disgust, and the case is one demandin g the immediate attention of the 
authorities. For some four or five years there has lived in a cottage, in 
acorner of a back yard, a family consisting of a widow and her two 
unmarried daughters. ‘The mother, named Mary, and aged about 
seventy years, was the widow of Richard Mitchell, cardmaker, and he 
died a number of yearsago. Her eldest daughter is named Jane, and 
she is thirty-nine years of age. The younger is thirty-eight years, 
and is called Eliza, The sisters appear formerly to have made stays 
and hawked them. For sometime, however, they have not done any- 
thing in this way, but the younger has set cards for cotton machinery. 
For some time the elder sister and the mother have received 5s. 6d. a 
week relief from tho parish, the former on the ground of sickness, and 
the latter of old age. 1t appeared that on Sunday morning the old 
woman died. Shehad no doctor, though she had been ill, it is said, 
formonths. She died at one o'clock in the morning, but none of the 
neighbours were informed of the occurrence until three o'clock 
in the afternoon. The Mitchells have led a reserved and 
mysterious life. They repudiated any neighbourly attentions, 
and made the acquaintance of no one. On Sunday atfter- 
noon, however, Eliza called to a neighbour who was 
fetchiug some coals from an outhouse near the cottage 
to come into the house, but the neishbupe declined. Nothing, we 
understand, was said about a death aving occurred in the house, 
Eliza then went and informed a woman at the other endof the Village 
of .the death, and induced her to come. It seoms that the poor old 
woman had died on the hearthstone in front of a little fire, and in 
the presence of Eliza alone. When seen by the ncighbour the body 
of deceased was huddled up in a most painful form, and laid upon the 
floor in one corner of the room on four dirty pillows stuffed with flocks. 
Deceased was a little woman, and the body was much wasted and 
appeared no bigger than that of a little girl, There was no bed in 
the room, only three or four chairs, a small table, a dresser and a few pots 
and other things on the mantle-piece. There was hardly a whole pane 
in the window, the holes being filled with rags, paper, anda screen inside 
drawn across. The body of deceased was in a very dirty state, covered 
only with a few rags of clothing. It having been decently Jaid out 
upon the chairs, the neighbour left the house. Rumours got afloat 
of the death ef the poor woman and of the wretched circumstances 
Fortunately, the affair did not end here. Next morning, Police- 
constable Greenwood, who was passing through the village on Tues- 
day morning was Egquegted by a neighbour to call at the house an! 
make some inquiry, He did go, and learned from Eliza that she had a 
sister poorly upstairs, but that he must not see her. Disgusted with 
the stench of the house, he began to be suspicious that there must be 
something wrong. He informed the woman that she had perbaps 
better let him see the sister, and acended the narrow flight of stairs, 
but he was nearly driven back by thesmell. The sp°ctacle was most 
disgusting and appalling. Not an article of furniture was to be seen 
in the{chamber, except adark screen before one window. Tho floor was 
in some places more than an inch thick in dust, potato pariogs, animal 
refuse,‘ woollen flocks, &c. He next proceeded to remove the screen, and 
was a ty to find a human being huddled up in a lump, upon 
an old bed laid upon a wooden trunk, the whole being with 
dirt as black as the chimney hole. Her hair was matted and her 
whole appearance that of wretchedness and squalor. She was not 
lying, but rather reclining or huddled with her back against a pillow. 
The whole place she occupied behind the screen was only about three 
or four feet by half-a yard broad. When the curtain was drawn aside 
she blasphemed and wavted to know if the policeman had conie to kill 
her. The sight was horrible. She refused to be removed or touched. 
At her right hand was a small darkened window, the recess of which 
was filled with vileness, Since the discovery the sister Eliza has in- 
formed a neighbour that it is three years since her sister was washed, 
had combed her hair, or had hud a’ chemise on. She had at present; 
nothing on but a pair of old stockings, which had not been changed for 
years. She also said that her sister fied said that she would never be 
removed from that house alive. Strange noises have beeu heard in 
the chamber at times, and much quarrelling. Eliza states her sister 
tobe suffering from bodily debility, not insanity, She as-igus as a 
rea. on for repelling the aitentions of the neighbeurs that they scorned 
the family and taunted them, playing jokes upen them. The neigh- 
honrs, on the othér hand, say that gifts were always thrown back at 
them, and not appreciated.

_ EXTRAORDINARY ADVENTURE WITH A SALMON,—Mr. Colin Wood 
one of the best rod-fishers in Scotland, succeeded a few days ago in 
hooking a salmon, considered to be the largest that has ever been 
hooked in the:Northesk, The skilful manouvres of the angler were 
brought into play, but hour after hour Wore away, and still the salmon 
was.as strong as ever ;' the moon rose and Set, and still the fish was 
master of the situation.” All arts had been tried, but the enemy was 
too wary. Mr. Wood had held his red and kept his tackle fast for 
103 hours, but’ the work proved too much for him, and he re- 
linquished his rod with’ great reluctance into the hands of Mr. A, 
Bower, in order to allow pf a little repose. Subsequently Mr. Wood 
got the rod into his hand” again, that he might have the honour of 
landing him, while another party went for the clip, But all these 
preparations were of nolayail. The salmon returned tohis old abode 
and disputed the victory for long hours.. As gentleman after gentle- 
man came on the ground in the morning they were astounded to 
hear that such a contest had been going on all night. Atnine 
o’clock there was still no appearance of the fish surrendering, and 
several meetings of rod-fishers were held to consider what should be 
done in the circumstances, But Master Salmon struggled manfully 
and bafiled all the combinations that were formed against him, until 
one o’clock, when he made aclear run. into the stream, and the hook 
came out of his mouth with a piece of the fish attached. For nine- 
teen hours and forty-five minutes, with the exception of‘ one brief 
hour, did the salmon contend with one of the keenest and best. 
fishers in the three kingdoms, and to the great mortification of Mr. 
Wood eventually escaped. The fish was twice or thrice seen, and by 
men well able to judge he was supposed to be about 601b weight. 

Lares Sworvrish’ Cartunrp ore Leian.—A very fine specimen 
of the swordfish has beon captured at Leigh, being driven by the 
fishermen up one of the narrow creeks left by the retiring tide, and 
killed witha boat-hook. It was purchased by Messrs. Towell’s, the 
well-known fishmongers of 50, Strand, and attracted a large crowd 
around the shop.

It would-seem to be the fate of ourselves and: other faithful 
chroniclers of things theatrical to put it on record, that Mr. Bouci- 
cault has done what he said he could do. Mr. B.’s boast before the 
Parliamentary Committee gave rise at the time to what in parlia- 
mentary phrase is called “ (derisive cheers)”—though we believe that 
is not recorded in the Blue Book—and we certainly were of those who 
at that time, and so moved, indulged in that species of expressive 
applause. We muat now, however, confess our conviction, former 
‘“* derisive cheers” notwithstanding, that Mr. B. not only can, 
but will, at no distant date, do all he. has threatened 
—or, perhaps we had better say, promised, But, great admirers 
as we are of Mr. Boucicault, we confess this with some soreness. 
Indeed, it isin no small degree solicitude for Mr. Boucicault as a 
dramatist that prompts us to look. forward with concern and even 
alarm to the apparently inevitable day when he shall be so,fortunate 
as to monopolise the London stage. Such a monopoly would do.no 
more good to Mr. Boucicault than it would to the public. Mono- 
poly never does do good to anybody. Like sin, it benefits none but 
the devil. And so, excellent dramatist as is Mr. Boucicault, it will 
be a bad day for British art, and, indeed, forall else that is British, 
Mr. Boucicault. of course included, when he or any one else mono- 
polises the British stage. Notwithstanding this, however, the thing 
would seem, as we have said, to be inevitable. The third new 
drama this season by this portentous writer, has just been 
launched, and is as great a success as each of the previous

standing 5 feet 4} inches, and weighing 9st 121t—their ages being abont 
25, Both were in good condition, but unfavourable rumours were 
about, and as much as 3 to 1 was laid on Caffin. Two steamers ace 
companied, witi: large parties. Mr. J. Ireland was referee, Messrs, HH. 
Salter and G. Hammerton umpires for Catlin and Sadler respective'y, 
while Robert Bain and Henry Kelley were pilots. Caffin having Won 
the toss took the Middlesex shore; while Sadler having got to his 
station, they got evenly away, there being astrong wind blowing across 
the river, and a poortide, Both atoncesettled well down to their work, 
but Caffin, in a few strokes, showed the nose of his boat lightly in 
front, Sadler, though commencing somewhat uneteadily, soon settled 
down into a long steady stroke, which, however, wag nnavailin with 
Caffin, who, at the Star and Garter, led by half a on th, 
aud going on, drew clear about midway between the Duke's 
Head and Simmons's, Odds of 4 and 5 to 1 were now. freely 
offered on Cxffin, who on_ passing Finches-field took his' man’s water, 
giving him the full benefit of the wash, which, from an old-fashioned 
boat and with a strong wind, was no slight hindrance. Kelley observ- 
ing this. took his man out, but wherever Sadler went Caffin followed 
him. Tho result, barring accident, was now a “moral” for the “ big 
un’”, who, though rowing well within himself gradually increased hia 
advantage, and at the Crab Tree was leading by two lengths, .

APPALLING RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 

On Friday evening, an accident of a most appalling character 
occurred near Rowley, on the Stockton and Darlington Railway. It 
appears that about seven o'clock on that evening, a girl named 
Elizabeth English, avout fifteen years of ‘age, in the service of Miss 
Fowler, of Whitehall Farm, near Rowley, was engaged in driving 
@ cow from the farm to a field, on her road to which she had to cross 
the railway about three-quarters of a mile above Rowley Station. A 
short time previous to her arrival at the ‘ crossing,” an engine with 
waggons laden with stone had passed up the incline towards 
Waskerley, but by some means the coupling of the last waggon got 
unfastened, and the waggon thus free ran back at a rapid rate. By 
this time the girl and the cow had got upon the railway, and,as the 
night was dark the girl was caught by the waggon, knocked down 
between the raila, her boots torn from her feet, and she was killed on 
the spot. A few yards further on the waggon came in contact with 
the cow, which it almost disembowelled. A man who was near heard 
the noise, and having ascertained what. had happened, gave the 
alarm. After carrying the unfortunate girl to the farm, they returned 


‘and found that the cow had got up and walked a few yards after 


receiving the injuries, and had then dropped down, dead. The 
wagon was found the following morning standing on the railway 
near Consett. : 


DreatuH From Hypropnonra.—An inquest was held on Monday 


land, aged 58 years. The evidence showed that the deceased was 
a labouring carpenter, aud was addicted to drinking a little. About 
three months ago he went, half-tipsy, into a beerhouse, and found

The 
landlord: told deceased that he had better wash the blood from his 
hand, but he would not do so. Shortly after he showed the bite to 
a friend, who went with him'to a doctor, who told him to go off to 
the ‘hospital at once. Instead of heeding the doctor’s advice, he de- 


Jayed going to the hospital until the following day, when he had the 


wounds cauterised. At different times he had the hand looked to, 
and fomented it with poppy-heads, On Friday week he felt a pe: 
culiar sensation, a3 if his arm was. being. gnawed at. He rapidly 
became worse, and, being taken to the hospital, was seen to be suffer: 
ing from hydrophobia. All was done that could be done to stay the 
disease, but the day after his admission he ‘went mad, and died on the 
morning of the-third day. A verdict of ‘Death from hydrophobia’’ 
was returned. ; ; 

Horminue Arvatn In Parts.—There has been a very frightful 
affair at a wineshop, where lodgings are to be had, at Levallois 
Perret, near Paris. Two soldiers’ who had been drinking during the 
-evening went away, but returned in two or three hours. and asked 
for a bed. ‘The landlord said that all the beds were occupied, but he 
would make them one up in the shop. When he came down-stairs 
with the sheets he saw that an attempt had been made to break open 
the till. ‘He tried to put the soldiers. out, but the soldiers. struck 
him ‘with’ their swords. A lodger came to his assistance on hearing 
his cries, but one of the soldiers, cut out: his eye with a sword, ‘The 
landlord’s wife hurried hown, but she al8o was wounded with the 
sword. .The brother-in-law was servedin the same way. It is feared 
the landlord's wounds are mortal... The -injuries, received by. the 
other persons are not so serious, The soldiers have been arrested. 

FridutrouL Surcrpe.—A distressing case of suicide took place 
on Tuesday morning at St. Ann’s,.Well-road, Nottingham. The 
victim of this rash act was a young man named James Baker, a 
clerk in the office of Mr. Butlin, solicitor. Deceased was 25 years 
old, and on Tuesday morning his wife sent one of the children up- 
stairs to ask if her husband would have a bloater for breakfast. The 
child returned with an answer in, the affirmative, and shortly after- 
wards deceased’s wife sent him up some warm water toshave. Mrs. 
Baker was alarmed a few seconds afterwards by the screams of her 
daughter. She rushéd upstairs and saw her husband leaning half- 
dressed upon the bed, covered with blood: A pistol was near him. 
Mra. Baker immediately procured o neighbour's assistance, but he 
was quite dead. He had'shot himself in the head, but, strange to 
say, neither his wife, nor children, nor the neighbours had heard the 
report of firearms.’ ‘He was a man of good character, and greatly 
respected, and no cause has been assigned for the committal of the 
rash act.

The case was tried before Mr. Justice Lush, who left it to'the 
jury to say whether or not the inuendo was proved, and they nega- 
lived it, His Lordship then asked them whether it meant habitual 
carelessness and gross misconduct on the part of the plaintiff, and 
they found thatit did, and assessed the damages at 40s., the learned 
judge giving the plaintiff leave to move to enter the verdict for him 
for that amount if the Court should consider, under the circum- 
8tances, that he was entitled to it. 

Mr, Huddleston, Q.C., moved for a rule for a new trial. He 
stated that the plaintiff was the celebrated trainer, and the libel im- 
puted that through what was called ‘‘Parr’s Pills and Telscombe 
Cookery ” Lord St. Vincent had been prevented from landing some 
handsome stakes, meaning, as the plaintiff in his declaration alleged, 
that he had fraudulently prevented the horse from winning. Tels- 
combe was the name of his lordship’s training ground. The Lord 
Chief Justice said that no doubt the rule was in substance refused, 
and that the plaintiff retained his right of appeal. It would only be 
right, under the peculiar circumstances of the case, that the other 
side should be heard at chambers.—Mr. Justice Lush said, he would 


FOBERT v. O'HARA. 

This was an action by a horse trainer to recover a sum of £340 
for the keep and training of a horse. The defendant denied that the 
horse was his, and alleged that it was the plaintiff's, and that in point 
of fact the plaintiff was suing for the keep of his own horse. The 
horse had been the plaintiff's ; but it was alleged that he had given 
it to the defendant. It was admitted that the plaintiff had said to 
the defendant, the horse being in a field within sight of the parties, 
that he would give it to the defendant, to which the defendant 
assented. Nothing more, however, took place, and the horse re- 
‘Mained in the possession of the plaintiff, who now charged for its 
keep, The defendant denied that the horse had really been given to 

im, and to show that it had: not, relied upon the undoubted fact 
that it had never been in his possession, and upon the general-rule: 
of law that there can be no valid gift without either a deed or 
delivery, The case set up in answer to this was that the defendant 
had desired the plaintiff to keap the horse for him, The jury found 
for the plaintiff, the point as to the rule of law being reserved. 

Mr. Serjeant Hayes now moved for a rule for a new trial on the 
Point as to the rule of law—that, as there had been no delivery or.
